FOREWORD 


The name Acalanes was probably derived from "'Aklan,'"' the name 
of a Costanoan Indian village in the territory of Contra Costa. When 
the Spanish came, they changed the name of the tribe to the Acalanes 


Indians. 


These Indians lived near the site where our school is now located: 


that is why the school has been named Acalanes. 


Later, this territory was called Rancho Acalanes, when in 1846 Elam 
Brown with a company of fourteen families, settled and built the first 


pioneer homesteads. 


This site was chosen for the school because the land was more 
nearly level than other available sites and because it was centrally 
located from the standpoint of population and driving distances. A 
little over a year ago this site was a tomato patch with thistles taller 


than a man's head. 


The plans for the buildings were prepared by the architects with 
the Board of Trustees after months of work. The buildings are designed 
for earthquake resistance. Everything is planned for the convenience 
of the students and the faculty. 


The recently passed school bonds will allow for three more units, 


which will nearly complete the building plan. 


We thank and congratulate all of those whose foresight made pos- 


sible our modern school.
